LYNN, Mass., J an. 20— 
(AP)—Flames swept through 
a five-story apartment and 
rooming house here today , 
sending fire from basement 
to roof as if it were a huge 
brick furnace and leaving 13 
dead and 21 in hospitals while 
firemen worked t h r o u g h 
smoking embers in search of 
eight persons still missing. 
The fire started in 
the 
basement and swept upward 
so quickly that dozens of ten­ 
ants, many of them aged and 
infirm, were trapped on the 
top floors of the structure, 
Melvin Hall, in the center of 
the city . 
Firemen found many clinging to 
high ledges as flames enveloped 
the building. Others had jumped ( 
and lay moaning and screaming 
on the ground. 
Many Trapped 
“ I saw a number of p e r s o n s ! 
come to the windows on the top 
floor and then fall back,” said 
Police Sergeant William Gillespie. 
The fire was one of the most, 
costly in loss of life in the history ! 
of Ly nn, and one of the worst in! 
New England since the e ar l y ! 
1900’s. 
Harry Anderson, janitor of the! 
building, discovered the fire at ■ 
1:45 a. m. in a coal bin in the! 
cellar. A half hour later a general! 
alarm was turned in and appara-i 
tus was summoned from all near-j 
by cities. 
Shortly thereafter, Forrest Al-I 
den, 31, told of his escape from I 
the top floor. 
Leap to Death 
“ I saw one woman jump from 
a nearby room,” he said. “ S h e 
seemed to strike the wall of the 
building, and then was t h r o w n 
across the space 
b e t w e e n the 
rooming house and the nex t build-, 
ing. She finally fell in a heap on; 
edge of the fire net. 
T hung out the window, gave 
my self a little shove and let go 
my grip. I landed on my back in 
the net. It was a terrible ex peri­ 
ence.”

Monday Feb. 9 


WASHINGTON, J an. 20 — 
(UP) — President Roosevelt 
today signed legislation plac­ 
ing the entire nation on Day ­ 
light saving t i me , effective 
at 2 A. M., Monday , Feb. 9. 
The statute, which placed 
clocks one hour ahead, will 
continue in effect for the dur­ 
ation of the war and for not 
more than six months there­ 
after. It can be nullified in 
the meantime by Congress, 
however.

Wo rld)— Amo ng the tho usands 
o f recruits to the army , there 
are so me who never have en­ 
co untered a salad. 
When 
the 
dish first is placed befo re them, 
they view it with suspicio n and 
, indig nantly refuse to eat It. 
‘Take It Or Leave It’ 
The army quartermaster co rps, 
accusto med to this ho stility , ac­ 
cepts it philo so phically . Its at­ 
titude is, "Take it o r leave it.” 
This triumph o ver a fig hting 
man’s o bduracy g ives satisfactio n 
to the quartermaster co rps, de­ 
termined to make so ldiers healthy 
in spite o f themselves. So do es 
the fact that the averag e so ldier 
g ains abo ut 10 po unds after three 
mo nths o f army life. 
The quartermaster co rps is ex ­ 
perimenting ceaselessly with new, 
fo rms of fo o d to meet the army s’i 
needs fo r healthful edibles which* 
will keep well and may be sto red 
in a small space. 
The co rps subsistence research 
labo rato ry , which do es the ex ­ 
perimenting , is situated at the 
Chicag o quartermaster depo t. This 
labo rato ry develo ped 
the 
"de­ 
fense ham” and “ defense baco n.” 
The defense ham will keep fro m 
six mo nths to a y ear. Witho ut 
refrig eratio n, it will keep perfect 
a mo nth. 
Ex periment With Beef 
Exp eriments also 
have 
been 
made with beef. Years ag o the 
army used carcass beef entirely. 
This was all right 
in 
camps, 
when chefs had the 
to o ls 
to 
chop fore and hind quarters 
into 
small p ortions. But it wasn’t dur­ 
ing maneuvers. It 
wo uldn’t be 
very p ractical under war co ndi­ 
tions, either. 
As a result, the army has the 
bone and much of the fat taken 
from 
its beef before p urchase. 
Only the edible meat is left, made 
into small cuts, which are indi­ 
vidually wrap p ed, p acked in fibre- 
board boxes and ship p ed to army 
units. 
Through this innovation, now 
widely used, the army saves 30 
p er cent in ship p ing weight and 
between 60 and 7 5 p er cent in 
sp ace. 
To the recruits who were sur­ 
p rised at salads, dehydrated veg e­ 
tables and fruits would be 
utter­ 
ly ap p alling. These are veg etbles 
with all moisture content 
remo v­ 
ed— they crackle 
and break in 
your hand. 
Buy Fro m Markets 
When stationed in camp s, the 
army buys fresh vegetables from 
the nearest p roduce market. Pre­ 
p aring for the worst, 
however, 
the army knows that not always 
will be p ossible. At that time, 
dehydrated vegetables 
will 
be 
useful. 
Such vegetables, p acked in fi­ 
bre or tin containers, require no 
refrigeration. They also are com­ 
p act, saving storage sp ace, and| 
may be ship p ed with a minimum! 
effort.

Later, I asked two o f the 
Germans whether they were g lad 
to be priso ners. 
"Mein Go tt, ja!” they answered! 
in cho rus. 
I never have seen German pris­ 
o ners so frankly sho rn o f Nazi 
brag g ado cio . 
So me o f the Brito ns, who had: 
been priso ners fo r seven and eig ht 
weeks, described the ag o nies o f 
semi-starvatio n and thirst which 
dro ve several o f them almo st to 
delirium. They were so famished 
that they scraped the desert dust : 
with their hands, seeking in it 
any thing which mig ht be edible. 
I had g o ne to Fo rt Cappuzo 
thro ug h a dust sto rm and fo und 
so me o f the relieved British side 
by side with Germans in a casual­ 
ty clearing statio n, which co nsist­ 
ed o f a g ro up o f tents. 
Spirits Mo unted 
"Despite o ur weakness,” a pilo t 
o fficer to ld me, “ o ur spirits mo unt­ 
ed every day as we saw o ur men 
draw nearer fo o t by fo o t. 
"The Nazis’ mo rale beg an to 
break as they realized the end was 
near. 
"So metimes we felt that relief 
wo uld co me to o late, but o ur lads, 
even the wo unded, n e ve r mur­ 
mured. They made me pro ud to 
belo ng to the race.” 
B e a r d e d and unwashed, still

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Our Children 


SCHOOL TIME IS EXPENSIVE 
Scho o l time is ex pensiv e, be­ 
cause 
it is scarce. 
A child’s 
scho o l life is brief; his learning 
time is sho rt. 
The scho o l term 
at its best is abo ut 2 00 day s in 
the y ear, day s o f fiv e ho urs each. 
Tho se fiv e ho urs a day are pre­ 
cio us fo r the children. 
Waste 
o f any so rt sho uld be cut to the 
minimum. 
There is o ne kind o f waste 
that seems to me just a bit 
wo rse than any o ther — useless 
talk in the 
classro o m by the 
teacher. Children learn easier and 
faster in self-activ ity . That means 
they learn best by do ing wo rk 
that pro duces a result they can 
see, feel, understand. They learn 
best thro ugh perso nal ex perience. 
That truth hav ing co me ho me 
to 
many 
interested educato rs, 
pro grams accentuating 
activ ity 
are being intro duced into the 
scho o ls. 
That is fine and quite 
as it sho uld be. 
But with that 
idea there still ex ists the o ld no ­ 
tio n that much talking and ex ­ 
plaining must precede the activ ­ 
ity . This is especially marked in 
the lo wer grades o f the elemen­ 
tary scho o ls. 
Why No t Sav e Time? 
The 
term is 
beginning; the 
plan calls fo r pro ject wo rk which 
will pro v ide Activ ity fo r the chil­ 
dren; the teacher begins by ask­ 
ing the pupils what they wo uld 
like to do . The limitatio ns o f the 
children’s ex perience and skills, 
the co urse o f study , the pro mo ­ 
tio n requirements, the co mmun­ 
ity ’s feeling all hem the cho ice. 
Why not save time by announc­ 
ing the subject and starting the 
job? 
“That is not the democratic 
way,” the protest comes prompt­ 
ly. Wait. After the teacher has 
asked, “What would you like to 
do?” and some of the children 
have 
sug g ested 
subjects, 
the 
teacher writes the chosen one on 
the board and says, “We will take 
this one.” , 
That is the only thing she can 
do if she intends to have the 
work within the children’s abil­ 
ity, the school req uirements, and 
the community’s standards. 
First Grades Impo rtant 
This talking — discussion they 
call it — does little for elemen­ 
tary pupils beyond wasting pre­ 
cious time. 
The first g rades in 
the schools are of extreme im­ 
portance to the children. 
Here 
they learn the fundamentals of 
knowleg e, or they don’t. If they 
do they g et on well in hig h school 
and colleg e; if they don’t, they 
fail. 
The only way I have ever found 
to teach children the fundamen­ 
tals of arithmetic, reading and 
Eng lish composition, is by the di­ 
rect method of instruction, prac­ 
tice and repeated drill; test and 
beg in 
ag ain. 
Those 
tools 
of 
learning must be mastered so that 
they are part and parcel of 
a 
child’s mental eq uipment when he 
leaves the primary department. 
There is no time to be lost 
about it either because the learn­ 
ing time for these subjects is set 
by nature, and nature still refus­ 
es to be prog ressive enoug h to al­ 
low her children to learn with­ 
out labor. 
After we stop unnecessary talk, 
attend to the fundamentals of 
learning , allow the children to 
work out their salvation honest­ 
ly according to their abilities, we 
can still save time by allowing 
teachers to attend to their own 
business and cease to call upon 
them for any and all social work 
that happens to interest the lead­ 
ers of the social movements. That 
would be a g reat help to the 
schools of the nation.

Ohio, American Legion posts have adopted a 
message, a sort of formula for soldier success. <

Here is a message so full of common sense that ; 
it deserves the attention of every American youth j 
who Is now' or who soon will be in uniform. We 
j 
commend the message to the parents and friends 
of these youths in the hope that it will be for­ 
warded to the men in camp and that, upon re­ 
ceipt. it will be read and remembered. 
The message follows: 
To you, our boys, greetings: 
Your “elder brothers” of the American Legion 
extend greetings and heartily w-ish they could 
pass on to you the benefits of their experience. 
However, you’ll soon learn close order drill, the 
proper wav to sew on buttons and scrub a pair 
of k hak i pants—and a lot of other things that 
go to mak e up “soldier savvy.” 
If there is one thing we would lik e to say 
more than any other, after more than 20 years 
of heartbreak ing experience with our disabled 
veterans, it is: ‘Tak e care of your health, both 
moral and physical. 
Don’t dodge medical attention when you need 
5t_you will have the best medicos in the world. 
Don’t be afraid to go “on the sick report.” Tell 
the medico how you feel. He’ll do the rest. 
Don’t be afraid to talk things over with your 
chaplain. 
Don’t dodge duty. The sq uad member who 
doesn’t do his part won't get very far. Sharing 
responsibility builds up mutual respect and mak es 
for real comradeship. Don’t be a “gold-brick er.” 
He work s twice as hard dodging duty as he would 
earning his share of the load. 
Discipline is a nuisance at times, but no outfit 
gets anywhere without it. That means respect to 
your superiors from lance-jack to generals. It 
means obey orders and play the game according 
to rules. 
Learn to “tak e it” and lik e it. The dumb-wit 
“bellyaches” and loafs, the smart guy “beefs” 
and does w'hat he is told, shows he can tak e orders 
and some day he, too, will be giving them. 
The “moocher”, the petty thief, the chiseler, 
the untidy are always in the rear rank . They 
generally stay there. 
Write the folk s back home—often. Just a 
card will mean so much to them. 
Lay off the camp followers, both male and fe­ 
male. Learn what a “green light” station is for 
and use it. 
Listen to those lectures on personal hygiene 
and social diseases. Every w'ord means something 
to you. They aren’t given you for fun. 
The “AWOL” and

We’re not preaching boys, we’re talk ing com­ 
mon sense, believe it or not. 
By all means get 
a thorough and complete 
physical examination when you are discharged. 
About five per cent of you boys are liable to be­ 
come seriously disabled in service and will need 
government help later. You won’t get it unless 
your injury or disease is recorded at the time 
of the discharge. If you are injured or sent to 
a hospital on account of sick ness, be sure to get 
the name and number of hospital, date, name 
and rank of doctor treating you, name and ad­ 
dress of nurses, names and addresses of other 
men confined in the hospital with you who k now 
of your injury' or sick ness. Keep this record. You 
may need this information later to support a 
claim for disability. 
The “old soldiers” of 19 17-18 k now1 you boys 
are going to mak e a real he-man army, one every 
American will be proud of and dependent upon.

1 IS A CONS UMER TAX GOOD FOR ALLT 
A reader contends that I am inconsistent 
j by advocating eq uality before the law and then 
i advocating a consumer tax. Of course, he does 
not furnish a particle of evidence of inconsistency. 
; A man should be innocent until he is proved 
guilty. The critic of "Common Ground” could not 
I prove that he had not murdered 
a man, if he 
were charged with murder, unless the particular 
murdered person was mentioned. Then he could 
submit the individual and, inasmuch as a man 
could not be alive and dead at the same time, 
he would have proved his innocence by proving 
the opposite. 
Co n sisten cy Resu lts In Co n su mer Ta x 
However, I do not believe that a man can be 
consistent in believing that all men should be 
eq ual before 
the 
law' unless he believes in a 
consumer tax. A property tax, in 
reality, is a 
consumer tax. A gasoline tax, in 
reality, is a 
consumer tax. When a man pays the gas tax to 
the gas station owner, he is, in reality, paying 
for the service the government renders to him 
by paving the roads. He is paying, as nearly as 
can be figured out, in proportion to tbe cost of 
the service the government 
renders to him. 
The consumer is being treated eq ually before the 
law. He is being treated by a mathematical 
immutable rule. There is no favoritism and no 
class legislation. 
This tax is collected on the same basis as 
the gas station owner charges the motorist for 
the service the gas station owner renders to the 
motorist. If he buys five gallons, he is charged 
for five gallons. 
If he buys ten gallons, he is 
charged just twice as much as if he buys five 
gallons. In this case, both the government and 
1he private business man is charging the citizen, 
that is the customer, on a uniform, impersonal, 
mathematical basis. There is no politics in it; no 
catering to votes; all are eq ual before the law’. 
A consumer tax that includes everything, ser­ 
vices as well as things, and taxes no service and 
no thing at a higher rate than another service 
or another thing, would be absolutely in harmony 
with all people being eq ual before the law. It 
would discriminate against no business or no 
consumer. It would mak e all people have more 
respect for their government because they would 
realize that they were contributing to the sup­ 
port of the government exactly in proportion to 
the service the government rendered to them. 
As it is, with the discriminatory income tax, 
the average voter who pays no direct income tax, 
think s that the income tax does not hurt him. He 
does not realize that the dollars paid out for 
income tax cannot be put into furnishing him 
with better tools so that he can produce more 
and, 
thus, earn 
more. The ordinary 
work er 
w’ould be infinitely better off and have a higher! 
real wage and a higher standard of living, if he'

Thus far the war has been going against us. 
Our fleet in Hawaii has been battered. We have 
lost Guam and Wak e. Japanese submarines have 
destroyed merchant ships in our coastal waters. 
Other submarines, presumably German, have been 
operating off New York . Our valiant army in 
Luzon is hard pressed and there is little 
\pec- 
tation that it can be relieved. Revelations of in­ 
competence and mismanagement in Washington 
have come thick and fast. 
The picture is a gloomy one, but we may still 
hope for a better day. Particularly, we may 
find encouragement in the fact that the long 
overdue reorganization of the procurement serv­ 
ices came about largely as a result of congres­ 
sional initiative. The appointment of Mr. Donald 
Nelson as the responsible head of the whole war 
production effort can be credited largely to the 
sfnatorial investigation headed by 
Sen. Tru­ 
man of Missouri. Congress forced the adoption 
of remedies which up to that time had found 
little support in the administration. 
Congress can continue to perform such services 
for the country. The people look to their rep­ 
resentatives to protect them from the designs 
o f tho se in Washington who are determined 
to 
use the war as the excuse 
fo r destroying free 
go v ernment. The peo ple likewise lo o k to 
their 
representativ es to prev ent the impo sitio n o f any 
unnecessary hardships. Abo v e all, the peo ple ex ­ 
pect their representativ es to assure a v igo ro us, 
intelligent, and effectiv e pro secutio n o f the war 


and to see to it that America is not cheated in 
the peace. 
Congress is the people’s institution, as parlia­ 
ment was before it. In the Anglo-American tra­ 
dition, the representatives in the legislative halls 
have always been counted upon to defend the

against 
administrative 
incompetence, 
greed, and lust for power. The record is a long 
and honorable one. In our Civil vvar, for ex­ 
ample, the congressional committee on the con­ 
duct of the war made invaluable contributions 
to the Union victory.

$6000 a year had been paid to 
Theodore (The Man) Bilbo, 
stranded Mississippi politician, to 
clip and paste newspaper items 
in scrapbook s, and to k eep him 
off the neck of Pat Harrison; 
$10,000 was being paid to Jimmy 
Roosevelt to act as one of his 
father’s secretaries and k eep him 
out 
of mischief and countless 
other high salaries were being 
paid to other personal and pol­ 
itical friends and relatives of high 
personages as a sort of de luxe 
dole or handout or, not to fumble 
for a word, gravy. 
Everyone in 
Washington has personal k nowl­ 
edge of many such ill-disguised 
gifts of large salaries to indivi­ 
duals whose duties are only the­ 
oretical, nominal or unnecessary 
and the same generosity has now 
spread 
out over the country. 
Look in the local phone book of 
any fairly large city under the 
heading “U. S. Government” and 
observe the growth of govern­ 
ment, part of which has been 
legitimate and natural but much 
of which represents nothing but 
political generosity and waste at 
the expense of the income taxpay­ 


er and tho se who had paid o ther 
alo ng. A salary o f $6000 
o r $1 0,000 a y ear is no mere 
nickel.
